Port Arthur, Feb. 11.— Hostili- 
ties were begun here by the Japa- 
nese Tuesday when their torpedo 
boats attacked the Russian Meet 
dun ng the night, and three of the 
Russian ihipi were badly damaged. 
The Japanese, who thus scored the 
first success of the war, escaped 
undamaged. 

Ihe Official Report. 

St. Peteraburgi an official report 
received here irom Admiral Alexieff 
•ays that Japanese torpedo boats 
attacked the Russian squadron 
Feb. 9 in the outer roads at Port 
Arthur, aud that three Russian 
ships were damaged. ' The battle- 
ships Retvuian and Cesarevitch 
and the cruiser Pallada were the 
vessels disabled. 

Two Russian Cruisers Sunk. 

London.Feb.il —Baron Hayashi. 
the Japanese minister here, has re- 
ceived official confirmation from 
Tokio of the destruction at Chemul- 
po yesterday ol the Russian lirst- 
class cruiser Vanag and the third- 
class cruiser Korietz. 

It is said the engagement began 
al 11 a. m. and continued until 3 [>. 
m. The Japanese Admiral, on ar- 
riving at Chemulpo, sent in word 
to the two Russian cruisers giving 
them a time limit in which to leave. 
Shortly afterward the Russians 
came out and attacked a Japanese 
torpedo boat, which replied with a 
torpedo ineffectively. 

A general exchange ot shots then 
followed. After a hot fire the 
Russians returned to Chemulpo and 
sank at the entrance of the harbor. 
The crew of both the Russian vessel 
sought refuge on a French warship 
at Chemulpo. 

There were no casualties among 
the Japanese and their vessel sus- 
tained no damage. 
Russian Transports Reported Cap- 
tured. 

London, Feb. 11. — A special dis- 
patch from Tokio, dated yesterday 
says it is reported that three trans- 
porta ol the Russian volunteer 
fleet, conveying about .1,000 troops, 
have been captured by the Japanese 
off the Korean coast. 
Report That Japs Have deen Rout- 
ed. 

Vladivostock, Fed, 11. — Private 
telegrams received here report the 
complete rout ol the Japanese by 
the Russians on the Valu river. 

These advices also claim that 
Chemulpo, Korea, has been oc 
cupied by Russian soldiers and ma- 



Attitude of United States. 

Washington, Feb. 10.— Diplomats 
here declare that the United States 
has won the first great diplomatic 
victory of the Russo-Japanese em- 
brogiio, having received enough 
favorable replies to insure the con- 
current action of the great Powers 
in the endeavor to "localize within 
as small an ;.rea as possible the 



hostilities in the Far East, and to 
insure over as much of China as 
possible her neutrality." Notes 
were addressed to Russia and Ja- 
pan to-night inviting their co-opera- 
tion in the endeavor, announcing 
that the United States stood stal- 
wartlv for this principle. 

The United States will tomorrow 
make formal declaration ot neutral- 
ity. Russia today invited of the 
United States a declaration ol neu- 
trality in the war in the Far East- 
ern situation, and Secretary Hay 
tonight sent the draft of the declar- 
ation to the President for his sig- 
nature. It will be issued from the 
Scate Department to-morrow. 
Japs Still At It. 
Tokio. Feb. 11.— Japan seized 
Ma-ampho Sunday and dispatched 
y force there. Japan will 
the port and establish a 
naval and military base there. 

Mosampho in an exceedingly im- 
portant point, as it controls tne 
Ccrean channel, and is an excellent 
base for future operation. 

The Japanese have captured at 
least Bve Russians commerciol 
steamer. 

They were captured by the 
Jopanese in Corea and adjacent 
water at various times since Sat- 
urday by small cruisers- Some of 
the steamers are rich prizes. The 
small steamer Koek is detained at 
Yokohama its status not being clear.

COLD WAVES. 
Have Had Much to Do with Develop- 
ing American Enterprise. 



ELECTRICITY AS WAR AGENT. 

Rapid Extension of Its Use In Forti- 
fications on the Coast. 
An interesting instance of the 
rapid extension of the useofelec 
trlcity is furnished by the fortiri 
cations distributed along our 
coast. A few years ago the elec- 
tric light was Introduced to add 
to the comfort of the garrison* 
and to provide better illumination 
of the work. Once a generating 
plant had been Installed there was 
at hand a supply of power in H 
convenient and easily control la hi' 
form, and this led to its use fot 
purposes which were not conteni 
plated at the time the plant was 
installed. Electric fans have been 
put in to make the living quarters 
more comfortable in hot weather, 
ami electric motors have been 
adopted for training the guns, a 
class of work for which they an 
particularly well adapted. Mo 
tors are used to drive the amtnu 
nition hoists and to do other work 
which before had either been dote 
by hand or some less satisfactory 
power. Searchlights have been 
installed, enabling a fortification 
to sweep the sea ul night, say* the 
Scientific American. 

The variOVS porls of the fort 
ress are connected together by 
telephone, so that the command 
nnt is in touch at all times with 
the entire garrison, and can in 
Btantly transmit orders to any 
point. The various fortifications 
along the coast are tied together 
by telephone and telegraph, so 
that on the appearand' of theen

The Bradley Registration bill is 
now a law, or will be in . time for 
the ensuing election. It provides 
for the registration of all voters in 
ncorporated towns of the State, 
froai the highest to the lowest class- 
lo this county it affects the 
towns of Pembroke, Lafayette, 
Crofton, Gracey and Fair view. The 
corporate limits of these towns are 
mall and the number of voters 
ranges from about 50 at Gracey to 
probably 200 at Pembroke. Not 
more than 500 voters are brought 
within the provisions of the new 
Christian county ia addition 
to those in Hopkinsville, about 1800. 
The number of voters who must 
register will be about 2,300 out of 
8,000 to 8,500 in the wholecounty. 
The important provision of the law 
is that a certificate will be given 
each voter when he registers and if 
he cannot produce the certificate 
when he goes to vote he cannot vote, 
no matter if he was born in his pre 
cinct and was never out of it. Pro- 
vision is made for securing a dupli- 
cate by affidavit that the original 
as lost. Of course a certificate 
sold has not been ''lost" and 
follows that the purchase of a ce 
tificate will kill a vote. Of the 2,3 

:quned to register, about 
1,000 are colored, but it must not 
be assumedthal all are purchasable 
To say that 500 are, would be a 
liberal estimate, while probably 
100 floaters classed as Democrats 
would be open to "arguments" 
from the other side.

City Constable West Tells Mop- 
kinsville People how to Be 
Rid of Them. 



i prodd 
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interview for the New York Coll 
tnercial, "20 times as many pep- 
pen as it did 20 years ago. The 
city's consumption of pepjiera 
amouuts to thousands of barrels 
annually. Then we get green pep- 
pers now from a much wider range 
of territory than formerly, and we 
have them practically the year 
around. 

"We get peppers in winter from 
Cuba, and we get a few from Por- 
to Rico. We naturally think of the 
pepper as a homely sort of a domes- 
tic product, but those early pep- 
pers that we get from Cuba come 
in small crates, ascarefully packed 
as peaches would be, and they 
bring a high price. They go prin 
cipally to the hotels and restaur- 
ants. 

"We get early peppers from 
Florida, too, and later some from 
Virginia, around Norfolk 
then, as the season advances, we 
begin to get peppers from New 
Jersey, which is really the great 
source of our pepper supply. 
There are sections of Jersey in 
which produce farmers make 
specialty of peppers, plant them 
by the acre and raise great Crops 
of t hem. 

"The enormous increased local 
consumption of peppers in recent 
years is due in considerable meas- 
ure to increased demand from 
packers. Peppers are now more 
extensively used than ever before 
in the preparation of condiments 
and sauces, and there are New 
York packers of pickles and pre 
serves who would think nothing of 
buying peppers in hundred-barrel 
lots. But the great increase in de- 
mand comes in still greater meas- 
ure from the vastly increased for- 
eign population of the city, and 
from tni' Italians especially, who, 
great consumers of all fruits and 
vegetables, take, with the rest of 
the green things they buy, quanti- 
ties of peppers, eating more or 
less of the green peppers as they 
would fruit. 

"So the homely ]>epper, once fa 
miliar to us in stuffed and pickled 
form, and known to us as a thing 
of regular but limited sale, has 
come to cut quite a figure as an 
Item in the city's wholesale prod 
nee trade."

One of the most important of 
these ports is Bonny, on a branch 
of the Niger delta. It has long 
been devoted to legitimate trade, 
but it was once the most frequent- 
ed station of the slavers. As 
many as :i20,000 captives were 
sold in the market of Bonny In the 
first L'O years of the 19th cent ury. 

Bonny is to-day one of t he grea t 
est markets for palm oil, and 20,- 
000 tons are sometimes shipped to 
Europe in a year. 

Until quite recently one of tin 
smallest and most woeful of tin 
hulks at Bonny was all that wa 
left of a vessel whieh in her primi 
WM one of the most popular ships 
sailing from New York in t 
Transatlantic trade, she was t 
old Adriatic of the Collins line. 

The Adriatic was for years very 
popular with passengers as one of 
the best and most comfortable 
boats of the line, and many a Irav 
eler would book for no other ves 
sel, preferring to wait till the sail 
ing day of the Adriatic came 
around. 

After the service was with 
drawn the Adriatic became one of 
a new line of vessels, with Qal 
way, Ireland, as the home port.
